He said also he ex- 
pected that within the ninety-day extension 
allowed by Mr. Rockefeller enough Would be 
added to make the sum $2,000,000, and thus 
to secure $4,000,000 for the school. 

Earlier in the program President Arthur 
T. Hadley of Yale had delivered 
the convocation address, a scholarly effort 
on “ Our Standard of Political Morality.” 

President Harper’s quarterly address was 
à general statement of the condition of the 
university. With regard to the gifts, hesaid 
that prior to Jan. 1, 1809, the institution had

night of asphyxiation. Doctors had worked 
continuously for more than twenty-fomr 
hours to save his life, but their efforts were 


in vain. William Miller, an employé of the | 


works, was also overcome, but after physi- 
clans had spent a night and a day pumping 
oxygen into his lungs he regained con- 
sciousness. He will recover. Ryan and 
Miller entered the purifying room of the 
plant to do some work, and were over- 
come, through an accident not yet explained. 

Few of the employés of the gas works were 
on the premises because it was a holiday. 
At 1 o’clock Miller discovered that the puri- 
fying pans were exhausted and needed re- 
plenishing. He reported the matter to Su- 
perintendent Ryan. Men were sent for to do 
the work, but they could not be found. It 
was imperative that.the part of the works 
in which the gas is purified be put in working 
order, and Ryan went to do the work him- 
self, with only Milfertoassisthim. — 

He was gone from the office an hour when 
Oscar Anderson, an employé of the boiler- 
rooms, sought him to ask some advice. At 
the office Anderson was told the Superin- 
tendent had gone to the purifying-room. 
He went there with other employés, who had 
grown apprehensive, and they saw Senegal 
lying near the door. 

Miller Taken Out, 

The men muffled their faces and quickly 


dragged the unconscious man out into the 
air. He seemed to be dead. Some of the 


men ran into the room again, but they reeled | 


out, dizzy and stifled. 

A second effort to discover if Superintend- 
ent Ryan was also in the room was success- 
ful. He was found farther in and sitting 
with his back against the wall. A pile of 
bricks beside him kept him from falling with 
his face to the floor. They carried him out. 
His face was black and he, too, seemed to 
be dead, 

Dr: James Baird and Dr. E. H. Webster 
were called. When they arrived they said 
they believed both men were dead. They 
set to work, however, to resuscitate them, if 
possible. All of the evening and all of the 
night the physicians .worked over the ap- 
parently lifeless bodies. Early this morning 
recovery. 

He will recover. 

Superintendent Ryan was taken to his resi- 
dence yesterday morning, although he had 
not given any signs of reviving. Without rest 
or stop, the doctors worked over him all 
night. They pumped oxygen into his lungs 
and tried every restorative known to serve 
in such cases. Instead of improving his 
condition grew slowly worse. The color in 
‘his face deepened and the doctors abandoned 
hope * recovery. 

Superintendent Ryan Dies. 

He was taken to his residence at 1720 
Emerson avenue, and there they continued 
to work, but at no time did he give indi- 
cation that he would recover, and at 9 
o’clock last night he died. 

Cannot Explain 

It has not been discovered in what way the 
gas was let into the room where Ryan and 
Miller were at work. Superintendent Ryan 
was the one who plannned the construction 
of the Evanston gas works twelve years ago. 
When the plant was completed he became 


| superintendent of it, and retained the posi- 


tion until his death. He was considered one 
of the most competent men in the superin- 
tendence and direction of gas works in the 
West, and was an exceptionally careful man.

INDUCEMENTS OF FERED BY INDIVID- 
UALS, NOT BY DOMINION. 


Industrial Combines Has Been Sug- 
gested to the Ministers, but That It 
Has Developed That the Plan Would 
Be Opposed in Washington—Tarif£ 
Changes to Hold Trade.

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 2.—[Special.]—The 
statement that the government has sent a 
Dominion representative to the United 
States to promote the tran sfer of American 
trusts is still flatly contradicted in official 
quarters. The persons from Caneda who 
have been in negotiation in the United States 
with representatives of the American trusts 
are not officially connected with the govern- 
ment, but they are known to be on friendly 
terms with the party in power, and one of 
the supposed agents has been in Ottawa off 
and on for several weeks in conference with 
the Ministers, 

The answer that this agent is understood 
to have received is the same as would be 
given to any one proposing to locate exten- 
sive industrial undertakings in Canada— 
namely: that rebates of duty or bonuses on 
manufactures would depend on the eireum- 
stances of each case. 

If it can be shown that large advantage 
would accrue to Canada by such lines of 
industry being located in Canada on a large 
scale, and that Canadian industries already 
established would suffer no loss, there will 
be reason for the consideration of the gov- 
ernment. | 
Might Mean Tariff Changes. 

It is learned that inquiries at Washington 
have elicited information of a character not 
calculated to encourage those who have un- 
dertaken the trust removal. 

Washington, it is said, would meet the pro- 
posed transfers with tariff changes render- 
ing them impracticable. There would be 
two ways of doing this, it is said—one by let- 
ting down the tariff barriers to foreign man- 
ufacturers in the industries affected, and 


the other by putting the tariff up so high on 
such products as to more than offset the 
economies of wages and ether advantages 
of removal to Canada. , 

It is believed here that either course 
have the approval of the American 833 
as necessany to preserve to the United tes 
her industrial supremacy. 

It is recognized here that in this particular 
the Washingten authorities have the whip- 
hand and that anything like a wholesale re- 
moval of industrial to is con- 
sequently impossible. 

Lumber Products 

There may be, however, various branches 
of industry in which important trusts have 
been formed in the United States that might 
locate in Canada without incurring tariff 
penalties. These are mainly in the lumber 
line, as in all processes of manufacture in 
which the products of the forest are the 
principal raw materials Canada is claimed 
to have advantages that copild be utilized 
profitably by American manufacturers with- 
out injury to established industries in the 
United States. 

It is pointed out here that any trusts which 
may wish to move to Canada must be con- 


cerned in the manufacture of products for 
export only to countries outside the United 
tes.

Sir Frank Swettenham Tells Wha 
‘Mohammedan Malays Were Like 
‘When He First Went to the Malay 
Peninsula a. Quarter of a Century 
Age—Anecdotes Showing the Cre- 


adiity and Savagery of the People— | | | 


Wonderful Progress Achieved. 


ANY interesting pen pictures of Ma- 
lay life and character are to be 
found in Sir Frank Athelstane Swet- 
tenham's volume entitled The Real 
Malay (John Lane). Sir Frank 

speaks as one having authority, for he has 
lived Many years on-the Malay peninsula 
and was the first Resident accredited to 
the Sultan of Selangor after the establish- 
mint of the British protectorate over the 


the natives and saw Malay life in its origi- 
nal simplicity or depravity. His sketches 
are especially interesting to Americans be- 
cause of the kinship between the Malays 
dane orf and those of the Philippine Is- 

Mr. Swettenham philosophizes in an in- 
structive style upon the characteristics of 
the Malays and upon the amazing progress 
made since the British have stopped piracy 
and introduced the elements of civilization. 
But his method in this book is chiefly to 
inform by means of anectiotes and stories 
of his own experiences. For: instance, he 
tells how an epidemic of cholera broke out 
in a Malay State a few years ago, and how 
he went to see what could be done for the 
people: 

When I arrived I found there had been a good 
many deaths, but the usual scare was absent. 
On inquiry I learned that a medicine man had 
appeared and had sold te almost all the Malays 
a cholera epoccific, for the rehsonable price of 81 
per harm. Talking to a group of people I asked 
to see the c and they all held out ir 
right hands and showed a small piece of thin 
string tied around their wrists. i 

Is that an! I asked. ee 

That is all,“ they said. | | 

Where is the medicine-man?'’ 1 inquired. 

He has left the 

man lactic?’ 

a has robbed | 

Because the thing he sold you is only a bit of 
string, and useless.’’

In similar pleasing style he gives a glimpse 
of the thrifty Chinaman of Malayain a story 
relating to a contract made by some coolies 
to Bury all Chinaman who happened to die 
in the employ of a certain company. They 
received about seven shillings for each bur- 
jal. One day when they were carrying a 
body to the burying ground a terrific thun- 
der-storm arose and they dropped the bier 
in the road and ran for shelter. After the 
storm was over the unreasonable corpse was 
found to have revived, thus bidding fair to 
cheat the industrious contractors out of 
their Seven shillings. The scurvy trick was 
not allowed to succeed, however, and the 
honest bearers earned their money, though 
some crimson blood clots dyed their feet. 

When Sir Frank first arrived in the capital 
of Selangor he was thrown Into a circle of 
society considerably more’ primitive than 
that of the Sulu Islands at present. His 
nearest neighbor was a h, who, shortly 
before, had taken it upon himself to capture 
and punish three debt slaves who had run 
away from the Sultan—e boy and two girls. 
He continues: | 

They were p and caught by my neighbor, 
who brought them back to his own hut on the 
river bank, a hundred yards above my dwelling. | 
The boy was taken into a field and kris-ed, that 
is, stabbed to death with the national weapon, 
the wavy, snake-like kris. 

It was not the custom to kris girls, so my neigh- 
bor’s wife called the two runaways to accom- 
pany her to the river, where she was going to 
bathe. They did 80, and followed her on to a log, 
which stretched from the s out into the 
Stream. There they were sel and one was 
held, while a retainer took the other by the hair, 
pushed her into the river, and, still holding her 
hair, pressed her bead under the water till she 
was drowned, The other girl, a compulsory spec- 
tator of the scene, was similarly treated as soon 
as they had time to attend to her. The corpses 
were left lying on the muddy bank for the refec- 
tion or refusal of crocodiles till friends came and 

There are a dozen stories of this nature, 
mostly un complimentary to the natives and 
revealing all sorts of weaknesses, Including | 
an ingrained tendency to bribe officials and 
a shrewd way of using good British legal 
methods to accomplish deeds of darkness. 
Yet Sir Frank cannot be charged with being 
unsympathetic. He leaves one with the im- 
pression that the Malay race is clever and 
capable of much good. | 


The author naturally speaks highly of the 
residential system, which has developed so 
favorably in the Malay States, and says that 
the Philippines present a similar oppor- 
tunity, though he hints in a foot note that 
Since the Tagal revolt the time has passed 
for this method. Under British direction the 
revenues of the protected States have in- 
creased twenty fold. The Malay,” says 
this British author, “ deeply resented our 
coming and has lived to change his mind.“ 

Students of the Philippine question may 
get many instructive suggestions from Mr. 
Swettenham’s introductory chapter. He 
claims that the conditions of the problems 
to be solved on the Malay peninsula were as 
complex as ingenuity could have devised, 
that the means hit upon were entirely novel, 
and that the result obtained has been strik- 


ingly satisfactory. He has found that tech- | 


nical and agricultural education is better 
than training in the classics or in science 
for the reason that the so-called higher edu- 
cation seems to denationalize the Oriental 
and render him unfit. far the work lying 


ready at his hand. | 


He considers the Chinese absolutely indis- | 


pensable in Malay countries, because they 
furnish the spirit of industry which the 
Malays lack. “ Under present condition 
the Chinese are the bone and sinew of t 
Malay States. They are the laborers, the 
miners, the principal shopkeepers, the con- 
tractors, the capitalists, the holders of the 
revenue farms, the contributors of almost 
the whole of the revenue; we cannot do 
without them.“ The Malay is represented 
as hating labor and contributing little to the 
revenues, but is said to be a delightful con 
panion, an interesting acquaintance, and an 
enemy not to be despised. . 
Mr. Swettenham's volume is written with 
more than ordinary literary charm and bears 
the marks of intimate knowledge and 
thoughtful observation.
